2.  The  firft  bufinefs  of  each  day  fliall  be  to  read  over  the  minutes  of  the 
preceding  day,  and  then  the  reports  of  fuch  committees,  as  fliall  be  ready  to 
report  the  bufinefs  to  them  committed,  fliall  be  received. 

3.  No  member  fliall  interrupt  the  bufinefs  of  the  houfe,  by  entering  into 
private  converfation,  during  a  debate,  or  whilfl:  any  bufinefs  is  before  the 
houfe  that  requires  the  general  attention. 

4.  Every  member  who  rifes  to  fpeak,  fliall  addrefs  himfelf  to  the  chair,  and 
when  any  two  members  fliall  rife  at  the  fame  time,  the  prefident  fliall  deter- 
mine which  fliall  fpeak  firfl:. 

5.  No  member  fliall  fpeak  in  any  debate  without  rifing,  nor  more  than 
three  times  on  any  one  fubjedl  of  debate,  unlefs  he  firft  obtain  the  leave  of  the 
houfe. 

6.  The  members,  during  a  debate,  fliall  all  keep  their  feats,  except  the  mem- 
ber who  rifes  to  fpeak. 

7.  That  on  every  quefl:ion  for  the  finally  pafling  of  a  bill,  unlefs  the  fame 
pais  unanimoufly,  the  names  of  all  the  members  prefent,  with  the  yeas  and 
nays  on  fuch  qucftion,  fliall  be  entered  on  the  journals  of  this  houfe,  and  the 
like  entry  fliall  be  made  on  every  other  queftion,  if  the  fame  fliall  be  moved 
for  by  any  one  member. 

8.  That  when  any  committee  is  to  be  appointed,  no  member  fliall  nominate 
more  than  one. 

o.  That  the  vicc-prefidcnt,  though  in  the  chair,  fliall  be  admitted  to  vote 
on  every  queflion  when  the  yeas  and  nays  are  to  be  entered  on  the  journals. 

10.  That  all  motions  entered  on  the  journals  of  this  houfe,  Ihall  be  entered 
in  the  names  of  thofe  who  make  them,  provided  the  fame  fliall  be  required  by 
any  one  member. 

1 1.  That  when  any  motion  is  made  and  foconded,  the  fame  fliall  be  debated 
and  determined  before  any  new  matter  is  introducetl,  unlels  the  previous 
qucftion  fliall  be  firft  demanded.

giflative-Council  and  General  Affembly  of  the  faid  ftate,  although  impreffed 
ivith  a  convi(?lion  that  the  conflitution  is  defedlive  in  feveral  important  parti- 
culars, and  is  fufceptible  of  amendment  therein  ;  yet  fuppofing  it  to  be  our 
duty  to  take  the  fenfe  of  our  conftituents  on  the  queftion,  previous  to  any  de- 
termination thereon ;  do,  for  that  purpofe,  advife  and  recommend  to  the 
citizens  of  this  ftate,  who  are  authorized' to  vote  at  the  elecflion  for  reprefenta- 
tives  in  any  townfhip  of  the  fame,  to  attend  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  by 
law  for  holding  the  next  annual  ele6tion  for  members  of  the  Legiflative- 
Council  and  General  Affembly  of  this  ftate,  and  then  and  there,  refpedtively 
deliver  in  a  ticket,  on  which  fliall  be  written,  in  addition  to  the  names  of  the 
candidates  for  the  Legiflative-Council  and  General  Affembly,  fheriffs  and  coro- 
ners, alfo  the  word  "  Revifion,"  or  "  No  Revifion,"  agreeably  to  the  opinion  of 
the  voter. — And  the  clerks  of  the  feveral  townfliips  are  hereby  required  to  no- 
tify the  purport  of  this  refolution,  with  the  lifts  of  nominations  of  the  candi- 
dates ;  and  the  oflicers  conducing  the  faid  ele<flions  are  hereby  required  to 
examine,  file  and  eftimate  the  tickets  fo  delivered  in,  and  forward  the  amount 
of  the  fame  to  the  clerks  of  their  refpedlive  counties,  at  the  fame  time,  and  in 
the  fame  manner  the  votes  for  members  of  the  ftate  Legiflature  are  forwarded  ; 
and  the  faid  clerks  are  hereby  required  to  tranfmit  the  fame  to  the  fecretary 
of  the  ftate,  within  fifteen  days  thereafter,  in  order  that  the  fame  may  be  laid 
before  the  Legiflature  immediately  after  their  meeting  in  Odlober  next ;  and  if 
upon  examining  the  returns  of  the  clerks  of  the  refpedlive  counties,  it  fliall

charter  rcfpeding  the  trial  by  jury,  and  the  whole  of  the  iSth  and  19th  fee- 
lions  of  the  fame. 

id.  That  the  faid  convention  of  delegates,  fo  chofen,  do  caufe  three  thou- 
fand copies  of  the  frame  of  government,  agreed  upon  by  them,  to  be  printed 
for  the  confidcration  of  the  good  people  of  this  ftate,  to  be  diftributed  in  the 
fame  proportion  and  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  ads  of  the  Legiilature  are  br 
law  diredled  to  be  diftributed,  and  alfoto  diredl  a  copy  thereof  to  be  printed 
in  each  of  the  newfpapers  publiflied  in  this  ftate,  at  leall  four  times,  and  then 
to  adjourn  without  day.
